A clothesbag with two hooks sewed 
at the hem, and hooked to the clothes- 
line will be an improvement over the

pushed along the line as the clothes 
are removed.

•sav.e if clothes are sprinkled before 
removing them, from the line. 
This 
can be done by using a clean whisk 
broom or by screwing 
a perforated 
top into the house 
and

them with the hose. Allow some wa- 
ter to run through the hose first, to 
be sure it is clean. 


On wash day have simple meals or 
plan your meals

First 


Crop Report for Year 
Show* 


High Average Condition. 
[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., May 
12.—A high 
average condition for most crops is 
reported by the state board of agri- 
culture in the first crop report issued 
in 1915. 
Other farm conditions are 
considered good, judging from 
re- 
ports from crop correspondents, ex- 
cent that the spring wheat is dryer 
than usual in some sections. 
The report, issued through A. W. 
Kalbus, assistant secretary, says: 
"The average condition of crops in 
the state on May 1 as reported to this 
department, 100 per cent representing 
'ncrmal' condition, follows: 
Winter 
•wheat, 96.3; winter rye, 96.9; alfalfa, 
97.4; 
clover meadows, 96.3; timothy 
meadows, 95.5; pastures. 97. 
For 
comparison, the averages for May 1, 
1914, 
are given: Winter wheat, 92.2; 
winter rye, 93.6; alfalfa, 69; clover 
meadows, 92.1; timothy meadows, 
93.1."The acreage of crops as compared 
with 1914 is as follows: Winter wheat, 
100.3; winter wheat, acreage 
aban- 
done, 2.S; winter rye, 99.4; winter 
rve, 
acreage 
abandoned, 3.1; spring 
wheat, 100.8; spring rye, 97.5; oats, 
104.2; harley, 97; alfalfa. 107.1; clover 
meadows, 1015; 
timothy 
meadows, 


95.6. It will be noted that there is a 
considerable increase in the acreage 
of oats and alfalfa. 
"Seventy-three per cent of the plow- 
ing In the state was done on May 1; 
9.S per cent of the 1914 hay crop was 
in the hands of the farmer and SS.i 
per cent of the crop has been or will 
be consumed on farms producing it; 
10.4 per cent of the 1914 corn crop was 
in the hands of the farmer and 93 per 
cent of the crop has been or will be 
consumed en farms producing it; 3.2 
per cent-of the 
silage was lost prin- 
cipally by reason 
of failure 
to run 


enough water with cut silage. 
Correspondents' reports 
on condi- 
tion of livestock show the following 
percentages, 100 representing 
'nor- 
mal' condition: Horses, 98.6; cattle.

sheep, 98.1; 

The 
percentages for 1914 are: Horses,

The first work completed was for 
the Bradley Knitting Works of Dela 
van. 
This was yarn dyeing, and a 
portion of the stock, a rush order, was 
shipped by express to the 
knitting 
works yesterday. 
One car of stock 
for treatment arrived this week am 
three more are expected before Sat 
urday. 


A. Little, who for seven years was 
employed at the Rock River Woolen 
Mills with Mr. Jones, has left the em 
ploy of the mills to take charge of 
the dyeing operations in Mr. Jones 
plant. Mr. Little is an expert in this 
line and came 
to Janesville direci 


from Scotland to take charge of the 
work in the woolen mills. He and Mr 
Jones have several processes of their 
own which they will use in the new 
works. 


Mr. Jones is at present negotiating 
with the Northwestern and the Mil 
waukee railway companies for spurs 
off their main lines near his plant 
The sidetracks, "if put in, will elimin- 
ate considerable draying. 


Another building one hundred feet 


Lon? an^L two stories high may be 
built. 
The works will 
go forward 
under present conditions for 
some 
time, however, but a new structure 
giving additional floor space will even 
tua.lly be needed. 


Reported dye shortages seems to 
have no effect on Mr. Jones or in his 
interests to reach working conditions 
He ha-sat the present ttime enough 
dyes on hand to run the plant at fur 
capacity for the next six months Fur- 
thermore, he has secured contracts 
from differeu tplants to furnish him 
with a fair amount of material until 
October first, and after that time the 
dye manufacturing plants will furnish 
him with 
any 
amount of dves re- 
quested.

One Hundred and Twenty Sparrow* 


to the Mile—American Bird* 


Too Few, 


Sixty pairs of English sparrows to 


the square mile, or 7 to every 1M na 
tive birds, is the average throughout 
the United States, according to the 
"preliminary census of 
birds of the 


United States," taken under the direc- 
tion of government biologists. 
Bird 
lovers may obtain Bulletin No. 187 
•which tells about this census, by writ- 
ing to the United States department 
of agriculture, Washington, D. C. 
The census seems to show that the 
bird most abundantly 
found in the 
United States is the robin, with the 
English sparrow a close second. 
In 
the northeastern United States, where 
the census was most thprough, there 
were, on an average, six pairs of rob- 
ins to each farm of 58 acres. Bngllsu 
sparrows average five pairs per farm. 
No other bird Is anywnere nearly so 
abundant as either of these, but some 
are numerous enough to make their 
total run well into the millions. Tak- 
ing 100 robins as a unit, other desir- 
able birds were noted in the follow- 
ing proportions:

The statistics regarding 
bluebirds 
are particularly 
gratifying. 
Only a 
few years ago nearly the whole blue- 
bird .population of the eastern United 
Statea was destroyed by a severe win- 
ter, but there are now several million 
bluebirds in this locality. 
As for density of population, on each 
acre of farm land covered by the cen- 
sus, there was an average of one pair 
of 
birds. The record for 
density 
comes from Chevy chase, Md., where 
167 pairs were found nesting on 23 
acres. Thirty-four species of birds 
were represented. 
While there are no previous official 
censuses of the federal 
government 
that are 
comparable with this one, 
several censuses have 
before 
been 
taken by individuals, on more or less 
limited areas. One census taken in 
1901 by a 
specialist, agrees 
very 
closely with the government's census 
as far as the total number of birds is 
concerned. It differs, 
however, 
re- 
garding the number of English spar- 
rows, showing 106 pairs to The square 
mile or 18 to every 100 native birds, 
while the new census, as 
previously 
stated, showed only 60 pairs to the 
square mile or 7 to every 100. 
The present bird population is much 
less than it ought to be, according to 
the biologists. If birds were given, 
more protection and encouragement 
there would be an increase in num- 
bers which would be accompanied by 
a corresponding decrease in the num- 
ber of insect pesta. 
That breeding 
birds prefer thickly-inhabited centers 
of population to forests is one of the 
conclusions of the census. This seems 
to refute the widespread belief that 
humans and birds are natural? antag- 
onistic. It also seems probable that 
as our human 
population increases, 
so will our bird population. 
The biologists of the 
department 
plan to repeat this census for several 
years and on a much larger scale if 
bird lovers throughout the land are 
willing to aid In the work.
